However looking at fig. 3 it is clear that unit 100 has a scanning/ printing control but does not have scanning/printing unit and 
Scanning/printing control does not necessary mean a scanning /printing unit- understand it can be a CPU or controller that controls the 
scanning/ printing unit. Therefore Fig. 3 does not provide support for the limitation "image forming device" which means scanning/printing 
unit as one unit. 
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
